Over-K-rowding solution 


South School kindergartners can go to other schools to ease crunch 


By Brian Davidson 

As kindergarten enrollment num- 
bers at South Elementary School con- 
tinue to climb, other elementary 
schools in town are opening their 
doors to help ease crowding for 
South’s youngest students. 

With Andover schools set to open 
Tuesday, Sept. 5, last-minute tinkering 
is in the works systemwide to keep 
class sizes from becoming too large at 
any one school. 

“I’ve asked the principals of each 
school to give me their final [enroll- 
ment] estimates, so that I can present 
them to the Schoo! Committee next 


meeting [Tuesday, Sept. 5],” said 
Superintendent Claudia Bach. 

Bach said she does not anticipate 
needing to hire any new teachers, but 
that she is keeping an eye on South's 
high kindergarten enrollment numbers 
along with Principal Eileen Woods. 

“We're still getting children in,” 
Woods said Monday. “We registered 
one child this afternoon.” 

A total of 89 kindergarten students 
were enrolled in South Elementary as 
of early this week, up from 82 last 
year. In the half-day programs, there 
are 24 morning and 22 afternoon stu-

The town’s decision com- 
plies with a recommendation by 
the Northeast Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control and Wetlands 
Management District 


The Board of Healtt 
approached us and asked us if « 
thought it was necessary to spray 
at this time, and we don’t think it 
is,’ said MMCWMD Director 
Walter Montgomery. “We moni- 
tor the mosquito populations in 
\ndover and have no indication 
Of any virus activity in the town, 


lhe regional mosquito control 
district checks and tests Andover 
traps twice a week. It monitors 31 


Merrimack Valley communities 
and has recommended spraying

The owners of the controversial 
cabana at 3 Hazelwood Circle have 
received a building permit to change 
the interior of their 1,300-square-foot 
poolhouse.

= For 2 years, man has sought signs town says are not needed 


according to Cronin, at the inter- 
section of Chestnut and Bartlett 
streets, and at the intersection of 
Summer and Whittier streets. 

“In both cases, traffic on 
those streets had roughly the 
same volume,” he said. 

Cronin said since two stop 
signs were put on Chestnut 
Street at the Bartlett Street inter- 
section to make a four-way stop, 
the number of crashes per year 
has been reduced from 22 to 5. 

He adds that there are only “a 
couple” of crashes per year at 
the Salem Street and Jenkins 
Road intersection, and that none 
of them have been very serious. 

“No injury caused by an acci- 
dent there has ever been life- 
threatening,” he said. 

DiBlasi said he his aware of a 
number of accidents that have 
occurred at the intersection over 
the years, and said he has wit- 
nessed or been involved in many

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Will feds pick up flood tab? 


Town seeks $370,000 in reimbursements for repairs, losses, overtime costs 


By Alison McGonagle 

Andover has asked the feder- 
al government to reimburse it 
about $370,000 for costs asso- 
ciated with the May floods. 

Andover’s application to 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency for reimburse- 
ments is four inches thick, 
according to Andover Police Lt. 
James Hashem. 

“We submit based on what 
we've spent during the flood,” 
Hashem said, “based on over- 
time from different depart- 
ments, and also for any damage 
to buildings or roads, or debris 
removal or things like that.” 

FEMA then does an audit

These 
costs include pay for extra hours 
worked by police, firefighters, 
public works employees, and 
plant-and-facilities personnel 
responding to flood-related 


“We only had three different 
things,” said Plant and Facilities 
director Joe Piantedosi. “Our 
maintenance storage building in 
Balmoral went under water and 


we lost over $65,000 worth of 
materials — carpeting, doors, 
motors and fans. On [Route] 
133, one of our traffic signals 
went underwater and we lost all 
the controls. That was about 
$14,000. Then we had some 
labor [costs] because after the 
storm all the fields that went 
underwater, since the water was 
tainted with raw sewerage, we 
had to [treat with] lime.” 

Costs to repair infrastructure 
damage will also reimbursed, 
Hashem said. The town submit- 
ted a cost estimate for roads that 
have been repaired temporarily 
and will need significant repairs 
at a later time.

What next on affordable housing? 


With schools keeping land, it’s back to drawing board for housing advocates

Weeks after the School Committee voted 
against allowing school land near Sanborn 
Elementary School to be used for afford- 
able housing, Housing Partnership Com- 
mittee members say they will not discuss 
the decision until they hear directly from 
the School Committee. 

In the meantime, the Housing Partner- 
ship Committee is looking for other parcels 
in town with the size and location to sup- 
port affordable housing, said HPC Chair- 
woman Joan Duff. She said the HPC has 
not discussed other plans that it might pur- 
sue to increase affordable housing in town. 

“Whenever we hear back from the 
School Committee and the HPC has had an 
opportunity to think about it a bit, we will 
comment.” said Duff. 

The HPC did not meet this month, and is 
scheduled to meet again Monday, Sept. 11. 

“T think we'll have a conversation about 
that [Sanborn site] when we meet in Sep- 
tember,” said member Susan Stott 

Housing Partnership Committee mem- 
bers are keeping an eye on the level of the 
town’s affordable housing stock. Currently, 
more than 10 percent of Andover homes are 
deemed “affordable” by the state, giving 
Andover officials greater control over the 
types of projects built here. But those num- 


bers are shifting. 

Brookside Estates located off North 
Street, converted affordable units to condo- 
miniums recently, Stott said. There were 42 
affordable units, and all were retained as 
affordable. But because the other units are 
now condominiums, these 126 market-rate 
units no longer count toward the town’s 
affordable housing quota percentage, said 
Stott. Since the conversion, the state has not 
revised its housing inventory to reflect the 
losses in affordable units in town. Stott said 
she did not know when the state is expected 
to update its numbers to see if Andover is 
still above the 10-percent threshold. 

Riverview Commons, located off River 
Road, is home to affordable housing con- 
tracted units that began expiring in Febru- 
ary 2005, and the last of these units will 
expire in November. The town could lose 
165 market rate units of the 220 total units, 
if it converts to condominiums, according 
to Stott. Also, if the HPC is not successful 
in preserving the units, 55 affordable homes 
could be lost. 

“It’s not clear what will happen there,” 
said Stott of the units. “The housing market 
is doing strange things right now.” 


No comment on Sanborn site 
Earlier this year, the HPC had been 


interested in securing a parcel of School 
Committee owned land near Sanborn Ele- 
mentary School and designating it for 
affordable housing. However that will not 
happen, said School Committee member 
Dick Collins. 

Because of the possibility the student 
population could increase, school leaders 
voted against turning the land over to the 
town and HPC, said Collins. He said the 
committee would need the land if it wants 
to add to Sanborn Elementary in the future. 

“We just are not going to turn the land 
over to the town,” said Collins. “We have 
future school needs and the land may be a 
factor in that.” 

Both Duff and Stott said they will not 
comment on the Sanborn matter until they 
hear directly from the committee that it will 
not turn the land over to the town. 

“T do not believe the School Committee 
has acted on the Sanborn site,” said Duff on 
Monday. “I will wait for information from 
some agencies before commenting.” 

“Until | hear directly from the School 
Committee, | do not want to make any kind 
of comment,” Stott said on Tuesday. “I 
guess one of us needs to talk with someone 
on the School Committee. We have had no 
communication about what has happened 
with the School Committee.”

_ Creativity in 
_ the schools 


1. ANDOVER SCHOOL COMMITTEE met with 
school committees from surrounding towns ear- 
lier this month, looking to work as a group to con- 
vince the state to spend more money on education. 
Before looking for more from taxpayers, school offi- 
cials always need to look inward — and be both flex- 
ible and creative — to make the most of the money 
they have. But it should be recognized that the 
Andover schools have shown the ability to adapt in 
an effort to stretch taxpayers’ dollars and solve prob- 
lems as the school year starts. 

With significantly more kindergarten students 
entering South Elementary School than other town 
schools, leaders have turned to a standing agreement 
to allow children from one school to attend a neigh- 
boring school. Parents have the option to enroll their 
student at South, or in smaller kindergarten classes at 
either the magnet Shawsheen School or the next clos- 
est neighborhood school, such as Bancroft or San- 
born elementaries. It would not have made sense to 
add another kindergarten teacher at South, and this 
solution can reduce the size of the kindergartners’ 
classes without adding to the bottom line. 

The food service department has also tried to get 
creative with the food it offers as a way to attract 
more kids to buy lunch and eat more healthful food. 


Andover High School will offer brand-name items | 


such as Bruegger’s bagels and Papa Gino’s pizza. 


While the effort is not original — some schools have | 


been doing this since the late 1980s — it is a new-to- 
Andover idea meant to solve a long-standing prob- 
lem: getting kids to eat their lunch and not just junk 
food. School officials believe the slight increase in 
cost will be covered by increased food sales. 

Such efforts to improve service without raising 
taxes are to be embraced with the same type of ener- 
gy one is likely to see in the kindergarten classrooms 


this time of year. It is through such work that the | 


school leaders can prove to more voters that they are 
doing all they can with what they already have. 


New attraction 


For years, Andover had a event called Bazaar Days 
where downtown shops closed Main Street and 
offered sidewalk sales, food and entertainment that 


brought people to the downtown. After a while, the | 


event lost its luster, and fizzled out. 


In its place sprouted a new event Andover Days - | 


a day devoted more to non-profit organizations in 
town than to anything else. This year, spring rains 
canceled most of the third Andover Days and it was 
rescheduled for Sept. 16. It will be held on Main 
Street for the first time and continue to offer a variety 
of entertainment. It will also be held the same day as 
Arts in the Park, with a trolley available to take peo- 
ple one block between the two events. Businesses are 
also getting involved, offering special sales. 

The event should draw the community together — 
as Bazaar Days once did — and showcase much of 
what Andover has to offer.

HE BOSTON EASTERN 
HERITAGE CHORUS came 
out on top once again, 


with nine members returning to 
Andover with their share of sil-

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Tuning up for fall 


A look at girls volleyball, swim & dive, and soccer

The Townsman today begins previews of 
2006 Andover High fall varsity sports teams 
with a look at girls soccer, girls swim & dive, 
and girls volleyball. 


GIRLS VOLLEYBALL 


Last fall the Andover High girls varsity vol- 
leyball team won 20 matches, captured the 
MIAA Division | North Tournament champi- 
onship and came within one victory of a state 
title before being derailed by powerful Barn- 
Stable. 

That's a very hard act to follow, especially 
after eight seniors and all but two starters from 
that talented squad graduated. 

“We adopt a slogan every year,” said co- 
head coach George Sullivan. “And this season 
the kids have decided on ‘tradition never grad- 
uates.” 

“We've had a lot of very successful girls 
Volleyball teams here - including several that 
did very well even though everyone said we 
were ‘rebuilding.’ 

“One year we lost three or four of the best 
players and athletes in the history of the pro- 
gram — and we still went all the way to the 
North final,” said Sullivan. 

“You never know what can happen. Atti- 
tude is important — and in the short time we've 
been together this group appears to be very 
positive and upbeat.” 

Graduates from last spring were Sam 
Kerivan, now attending the University of Ari- 
zona, Jen Merinder (Union College), Kelly 
O'Dea (St. Anselm), Kerry Hill (St. 
Michael's), Sara Kelleher (Quinnipiac), 
Andrea Kurkul, Ashley Ahern and Karen 
McSweeney. 

Merinder, O'Dea and Hill are playing col- 
legiate volleyball. 

That octet helped direct the Lady Warriors 
to a 20-5 overall record, including 12-2 in the 
Merrimack Valley Conference, 4-2 in non- 
league play and 4-1 in the tournament. 

The impressive tourney run included con- 
secutive 3-0 sweeps of Medford, Lowell, 
Lawrence and Lincoln-Sudbury prior to a 3-0 
setback to the Bamstable buzzsaw. 

The shutout of Lawrence, which handed 
Andover one of its conference losses (3-2), was 
especially satisfying. 


There were 44 candidates at the first work- 
out held last Thursday under the watchful eyes 
of Sullivan, co-head Art Iworsley and freshman 
coach Dave Kuykendall. 

The two retuming starters are senior libero 
(defensive specialist) and Capt. Allie Navarro 
and junior defender/setter Meghan Thomann. 

Five other 2005 letterwinners, all of whom 
saw considerable playing time over the course 
of the season, are senior setter and Capt. Kasey 
O'Dea, senior middle hitter Heather Arvidson, 
senior middle/outside hitter Caroline O’Mal- 
ley, junior outside hitter Katie Fionte and 
sophomore middle hitter Shannon Orent who 
was elevated to the varsity late in the regular 
season. 

Arvidson, at a shade under six feet, is the 
tallest AHS player. 

Promising prospects, new to the varsity, are 
senior defender Holland Clark, senior outside 
hitter Amy Philpott, junior outside hitter Annie 
Tibbitts, junior defender Kim Crawford, junior 
setter Elise Korte, sophomore setter Kayla 
McRoy, sophomore defender Ariel Kuykendall 
and sophomore defender Rebecca Johnson. 

“It should be a fun year,” said Sullivan. 
“We have good speed and quickness — and 
both Heather (Arvidson) and Caroline (O’ Mal- 
ley) are fearless, aggressive players. 

“Our major strength and the nucleus of the 
team could be at the setter position.” 


The Lady Warriors’ first pre-season action 
was this past Tuesday at Salem, N.H., against a 
Blue Devils’ team that had been practicing for 
more than two weeks, 

Two Play Days are set for tomorrow (Fri- 
day) and Saturday at the Dunn Gym. 

Tomorrow Lynnfield, Lowell, Haverhill 
and Lexington will join AHS in a series of 
round-robin matches, while on Saturday eight 
schools will participate. 

The final tuneup is next Monday versus 
North Reading. 

The opening regular season match is next 
Wednesday, Sept. 6, at non-league Reading (4

Other non-leaguers are at Lexington (Sept. 
11), at Peabody (Sept. 19), home with Melrose

sus Lexington in the annual MVC Volleyball 
Night at Chelmsford High (Oct. 28). 

Four of the first six matches to open the sea- 
son are away from home. 

Sullivan feels the toughest opposition in the 
MVC this fall will come from a tall and talent- 
ed Central Catholic squad, led by a new coach, 
traditional power Chelmsford, a veteran Biller- 
ica team and Lawrence High which boasts one 
of the top setters in the state. 


Sullivan begins his 20th season at the AHS 
helm (started in 1987) with a 284-132 overall 
won-lost record, which makes a milestone 
300th career victory a possibility this year.

Along with Pallotta, other key graduates 
from last year’s 12-4-7 squad include Jen 
Hagopian, Jessica Ragnio, Jessica Prencipe, 
Maura Daniels, Amy Boxell, Ally Brown, 
Katie Lundquist and Sarah Doucette. 

Matson assures that there will be life after

This book of poetry and cartoonish drawings merits a 
perfect rating for its originality. 

HEL SILVERSTEIN has been a popular children’s poet 

for many years now. Since his death in 1999, it 

seems that the world of children’s literature is 
lacking. His clever and silly quips make his work 
extremely entertaining and innovative. However, while 
he was best 
known for his 
writing (both 
poetry and 
prose), he was 
also a talented 
songwriter, 
musician, com- 
poser and car- 
toonist. 

Where the 
Sidewalk Ends 
is an interesting 
collection of 
poems and car- 
toons. Most are 
not more than 
12 lines long, 
but all are 
entertaining 
and carry a unique message and humorous element. 

Silverstein likes to poke fun at idioms and common 
phrases, like “the early bird gets the worm” or “you 
would lose your head if it wasn’t fastened on” with 
poems in which the late worm survives and a boy really 
does lose his head. 

Silverstein’s poems and stories have enchanted kids 
young and old since they were first released. Something 
about the combination of his words and pictures creates 
an incredible synthesis that binds the form of his com- 
pilations, such as this one. I recommend this book to 
everyone, young and old, boy or girl. It was one of my 
favorite books growing up, and some of my favorite 
memories are of family members reading to me from 
the book. Now I invite you to experience the same thing. 

I give it a 10 out of 10 rating. This is a truly sensa- 
tional collection of poetry for kids. There is nothing 
deep or philosophical about it, as many people think of 
poetry — just straightforward, easy reading with many 
unique plots and stories. 

So get down to your bookstore and pick up a copy of 
Where the Sidewalk Ends today, and check out Silver- 
stein’s other poetry compilations and short stories too.

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Emptying the e-mail bag: Notes from friends new and old 


j-mails resulting from 
sith. my columns continue to 
delight me. I’ve made a 
bunch of new friends and 
renewed some acquain- 
tances. 

Fred McCollum is a new 
friend. He lives in Califor- 
nia, grew up in Andover 
and was an outstanding ath- 
lete at Punchard. He men- 
tioned the 1938 hurricane, 
about which I wrote about a 
few weeks ago. Fred said, 
“Twas 10 years old living on Enmore Street in the 
village. We had no power ... After the hurricane 
we had lots of fun and adventure running through 
Carmel Woods, walking on fallen trees that fell

over a brook. 

Fred also mentioned my Pomps Pond column 
and said, “The Pomps Pond story I certainly relate 
to. I didn’t go there often because, like you, I'd 
have rather been playing ball. We also had 
Husseys Pond in the village, but watch out for the 
blood suckers.” 

For folks who are not long in the town, Carmel 

Woods is located between Carmel Road, where It 
takes that sharp turn, and High Street. We used to 
sleep overnight in the middle of the those woods 
when we were 10 or so. We thought the place was 
spooky, and one night it proved to be so. Four of 
us were in a tent; after midnight we heard a lone 
person slowly walking around the tent. We were 
ill awake and scared like the dickens, whispering 
yur fear. What kind of weirdo would be walking 
in Carmel Woods after midnight? The walker said 
nothing, just stalked around us and left. We were 
so frightened we didn’t have the courage to peek 
nut. We never slept in Carmel Woods again. 

Husseys Pond is just about smack dab in the 
center of Shawsheen, on the west side of the bot- 
tom of Poor Street. Husseys was cleared off for 
skating in the winter and was a swimming and 
fishing hole in the summer. There was a fishing 
derby every year. I don’t know when they closed 
it for swimming, but it was a grody place anyway. 
As Mr. McCollum mentioned, the blood suckers 
were everywhere, and you'd always get One or 
two attached to you. We'd have to pick em off 
each other 

The blood suckers also were common at Rab- 
bits Pond, which is on the Phillips Academy cam- 
pus behind the Andover Inn. It wasn’t a real pleas- 
ant place to swim either, but it was a pond and we 
were kids. By the time I was 11 or so, PA employ- 


ees were kicking us out - no big disappointment. 
Justa few years before my time, kids swam in a 
place behind the Cricket Field called the “Ten 
Footer”” The Cricket Field is behind St. Augus- 
tin’'s Cemetery off Lupine Road. I'd like to hear 
about other Swimming holes from readers. 

Mr. McCollum also mentioned that he lived 
with Mr. andl Mrs. Kellmurray for a few months 
and spoke verry highly of them. I did a column on 
Mr. Kellmusray, my favorite teacher, a few weeks 
ago. The Ke murrays had a big impact on Fred 
andalot of other folks who knew them. 


Alan,Nowell, who I grew up with, lives in 
Florida. He lived two houses up from my house 
on Chestnut Street when | was growing up. He 
was a likable, creatively mischievous kid, three 
yeas Older than I and a year younger than my 
bother Buc key, who he hung out with. Alan wrote, 
“4s you Know, I was around your house all the 
ime... [|hawe memories of riding ‘Buddy’. He was 
antankerous: to be sure. Tough, tough to saddle. [I 
rode] across the park at an unwanted gallop 
cluding Roger’s Brook and its old arched field- 
stone bridge. I have many fond memories about 
yourhouse zand family while growing up. I stood 
dumfounded in your living room one day watch- 
ing television for the first time. Your family must 
have been the first on the street to have a TV. 
Kukla, Frara aand Ollie, Howdy Doody, we thought 
we had it all. Must have been 1947-48.” (Those 
who missed my two columns on Buddy, the nasty 
pony Menti@ned by Mr. Nowell, can find them at 
andovertow msman.com in the archive section

from about a month ago under “editorials,” an 
area that contains editorials, letters and columns.) 

Alan tells a funny story: “Another memorable 
incident happened just outside your house one 
snowy winter day as I stood, snowball in hand, 
ready to give your brother Bucky a scare as | 
heard [someone] whom I thought was he coming 
out the front door. Aiming for just outside that 
door as it opened, | wound up and let the snowball 
fly. Well, it was your Dad, not Bucky, coming out 
the door. Since | was never a real good shot with 
snowballs, | missed, smashing the adjacent win- 
dow. Your Dad must have been especially gra- 
cious that day (and I remember both of your par- 
ents fondly) because I have no memory of reper- 
cussions for my errant snowball.” Since the house 
I grew up in is often mentioned, I’ve included a 
picture, taken in the winter of 1948. 

Alan will soon retire, and he and his wife plan 
to spend a lot of time on the Appalachian Trail. 
He intends on “walking home” to New England. 
He says, “As a youngster in my household in 
Andover I was known as a wanderer. I’ve been 
away a long time and it is somewhat of an emo- 
tional as well as physical journey as | work my 
way up the trail towards home.” 


With sadness, I close this week’s column by 
noting the passing of Edward F. Hines Jr., who 
lived in Andover. He was a lawyer’s lawyer, a 
man dedicated to his profession. He’d been presi- 
dent of the Boston Bar Association, the Boston 
Bar Foundation, and Massachusetts Continuing 
Legal Education Inc.

Hines brilliant and said his untimely death was a 
severe loss to the legal community. Mr. Hines had 
a national reputation as a tax attorney. He served 
also on many nonprofits not related to the legal 
profession and, in 1998, after 25 years as a volun- 
teer, he was national chairman of the board of the 
American Heart Association, making him the 
Heart Association’s No. | volunteer. 

I knew Ned Hines as a voracious reader when 
I owned the Andover Bookstore in the late "80s 
and early ‘90s. He would come in every Saturday 
afternoon and buy some just-released books. I'd 
ask about the books he'd read the previous week 
in hopes of being able to make recommendations 
to other people. We discovered we were both 
lawyers, and each week the content of our con- 
versations ranged a little further. He was an affa- 
ble man with wonderful conversation skills. 

I sold the store and during the next five years 
only saw Mr. Hines a couple of times, running 
into him in Boston, where we both worked. How- 
ever, in 1997 he became very important to me. I 
was appointed general counsel of the American 
Cancer Society, one of the country’s biggest non- 
profits. | was overwhelmed with the prospect of 
the job. I remembered that Mr. Hines was a very 
high level volunteer for the Heart Association, 
also one of the biggest nonprofits. I used some of 
his time in the next few weeks, time he gave with- 
out complaint. He was a great help to me. He was 
that kind of guy. 

Ned’s volunteer work with bar organizations 
positively affected every lawyer in Massachusetts. 
As one of the primary players with the Heart 
Association, he positively affected the lives of 
millions of people throughout America and the 
world, Although he lived quietly with his wife in 
Andover, perhaps the place that was the refuge 
from his busy life, he was a giant in his profession 
and a giant in the fight against heart disease. The 
nature of human existence makes us all replace- 
able, although some of us leave work that is last- 
ing. Ned left a lot of such work.
